Mr. OrchardK^n has ’rarely 
iiiado so plain his ri^ht to rank aniono the greatest mciribcrs of oiir native school who have 
do'Votod thoinsc;iv('S to tliis hraindi of pictorial priictico; Mr. Salient, thoii^rh he has otten 
tiecn tiioro spectacniur, has scuri'oly touched liefore tho level of digtuHed reserve which ho has 
reachoil with uppan-nt ease iti his fiortraits of Miss Jane Kvans anrl Miss Ootavia Hill: iiud Mr. 

Hi'aiiiley, too, shows hy otic canvas that in this dirocliuli succcRsos await liiiu which will cmily 

surpass those which lie has made in the domain of painted uieliHlratna. 

Ijiindseape of the host kind is fortunately plentiful enoiij^li, and some of tho ]>ietures which 
deal with the figure in the open air are of eommandin}' im|K)rtunee. Mr. Lionel Smytlie and 
.Mr. Allred Kast fully justify their recent admis.siou within the Aeudeiiiy circle, and Mr. Napier 
llemy relaxes none of that neivly-foiind vi^'oiir which hroiioht him also into the fold. .Mr. David 
.Murray anil Mr. Leader still oh.serve the traditions wdiieli havi* proved dnrinj' pimt years eoiu* 
pletely to the taste of the piihlie : hut Mr. Waterlow has utlded to his earlier eloeaiieo a toueli 

of |■ohl|s|||e.Hs that uiioiirs well for the ilevulopmeiit of bis cupaeity. Mr. Tuke must he eredited 

with having' proditeed oue of the best pictures of the year, a study of nudo fi^un‘s in sunlight. 
It is in motive anrl maiinor like other.s that he has exhibited, hut it jfocs further, and asserts 
his convictiotiM more definitely than anythin^; which he has paintofl before. 

'I'lie most remai'kiilile of the few imupiiative eanrasos in the <‘xhihition are the work of tho 
yoiiii^'cr m(!ii. .Mr Myam Shaw’s •• Love, the Concpieror” and Mr. •!. Youiiff Hunter's “My laidy’s 
( eu'deii ” may he taken as typical examples of the miHlern spirit, and as marking' plainly the 
direction in which youthful fancy is dis|)oHiMl to ten<l. They hiivo a piir|)oso very unlike that 
which is |iereeptih|e in Mr. Ahhey’s illustrations to old hulluds ; and in their mcdisevalism ot 
manner contrast obviously with his romantic inventions. Mr. Ahtioy, however, is not ipiite .so well 
representeil us in previous years; and as neither .Mr. WatiThoii.so nor .Mr. Watts are much in 
evidence, there is no chance of makino any etiieient eonipiirison liotwi>i>ii the now school and the 
old. Ihit at least it is evident that there are amon^ tlie men who are 4*«>mii)o ti> th«‘ front 
many who will Im> (pialitied to tiilu* the phus* of the veterans who may in the fulness of time 
fall out of tin* ranks. 

Happily, to eouip<*us!it«' for any want of «*ii«*rj;y whieh the painters may he erctliletl with 
in tlnar support »*f the Aeadeiuy e\hihitioii. the studptors have never shown s»» mueh vitality 
«*r such reuflinoss to striv*- after «,'i’<*at nsttlt.s. In i«leal w»)rk, p»rtraituro, and <leeorutivo 
applieati«>us of tlu' art, seiilpture is year hv year winninjj its way to a position of pre-ewiineiit 
importance that eoutrasts sfruuj^ely with its low «'stato a ttoueration or so ajfo. It is the one 
power in tlu* art world that scorns irrasistihle. and its intlu(m«‘e is (laily l)ocoiiiin}j more 
eoiiviiieiti^ Of this the evi4leuoe this spring is Im*\oim1 dispute; and at a moment when many 
pe4»plo are «lispi>sod t»» lanu'iit an apparent failim* of the public to interest themselves in art 
iiiattor.s, so strikim; a revival is extremely eiicourajfiiig’.
